2) I have read the above-captioned patent 
applicaiton, and the Office Action mailed July 26, 1985. 

3) I could not have predicted the production of a 
biologically active heterodimeric hormone i>n undifferentiated 
cells transformed with DNA encoding the alpha and beta subunits 
prior to its accomplishment by the above-named inventors, for 
the following reasons: 

a) Heterodimeric fertility hormones are produced 
in the body by highly specialized, differentiated 
cells which have evolved over a long period of time to 
carry out the specialized function of producing each 
particular hormone . 

b) The mechanism by which post-translational 
heterodimer assembly occurs intracellular ly in these 
differentiated cells is not known, but it is known
